FROM  a  very  humble  start,  with  a  few  dining  cars 
built  on  the  old  two-axle  principle,  operated  between  Brus- 
sels and  Cologne,  this  company  has  now  developed  into  one  of 
the  foremost  transportation  factors  in  the  world  and  is  con- 
stantly extending  its  services.  Its  luxurious  sleeping,  dining 
and  saloon  carriages  not  only  cover  all  the  great  arteries  of 
travel  in  Europe  but  radiate  to  the  shores  of  the  Sea  of  Japan, 
and  far  away  past  the  Caspian  Sea  to  Andijan  in  the  foot- 
hills of  the  northern  slope  of  that  majestic  chain  which  forms 
the  northern  frontier  of  India. 

Hard  as  it  is  to  conceive  travel  in  Europe  and  over  the 
vast  stretches  separating  the  Pacific  seaboard  in  the  Far  East, 
from  the  principal  center  of  population  of  the  old  country  with- 
out the  luxuries  afforded  by  the  International  Sleeping  Car  Co. , 
it  is  still  more  difficult  for  anyone  not  having  actually  perform- 
ed a  long  European  or  Far  Eastern  journey  to  understand  with 
what  ease  and  comfort  it  can  be  made  in  a  ''train  de  luxe"  of 
the  Compagnie  Internationale  des  Wagons-Lits. 

The  sleeping  cars  are  all  built  on  the  compartment  principle; 
in  many  countries  first-class  passengers  are  entitled  without 
extra  charge,  or  at  a  very  slight  advance,  to  occupy  a  compart- 
ment alone.  In  the  new  first-class  cars  the  four-berth  compart- 
ment is  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  in  Russia  and  Siberia  and  Egypt 
the  upper  berth  has  by  an  ingenious  arrangement  been  prac- 
tically eliminated. 

A  commodious  toilet  room  with  hot  and  cold  running 
w^ater  is  built  between  each  set  of  two  compartments,  accessible 
from  the  interior  and  to  the  occupants  of  the  same  only. 

The  dining  cars  are  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word  "restau- 
rants on  wheels, ' '  and  often  one  is  amazed  when  contrasting  the 
brightly  electrically-lighted  interior,  the  spotless  linen,  the 
tasteful  decorations,  and  especially  the  sumptuous  cuisine  pro- 
vided by  the  chefs  of  the  company,  with  the  outside  surround- 
ings—often a  wild  steppe,  dotted  here  and  there  with  the  poor 
huts  of  the  primitive  settlers,  or  the  scorched,  boundless  deserts 
of  Egypt  or  Persia.
